Editorial y 
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| Last Thursday the ‘Kangaroos” left by air for New Zealand after a farewell 
dinner in the city. Next week we shall have news of their progress in Maoriland, 
where we hope they will enjoy every success. 


The Divisional Cup competition (round 2) met with a slight set-back with 
the cancellation of the Coburg-Olympic game due to Coburg ground being 
partially flooded. International Harvester committed its customary “gaff’’ by 
omitting to telephone the result of its game against Frankston, thereby leaving 
Secretary Beaton high and dry with nothing to tell us. Polonia and Ulsterville 
proceeded on their winning way. As each is in separate semi-finals they have 
a chance of contesting the final which will now have to be postponed, for lack 
of a free Saturday, until the finalists are out of the Dockerty Cup.

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THE FIFTH TEST

In what proved to be a poor and uninteresting 
game, England completed a nap hand by winning the 
iast Test on the Newcastle sports ground.

Conditions for the game were not good. On a 
. hard, uneven pitch, with a 40-mile an hour biting cold 
twp”: wind, ball control became very hard. Bob Lawrie won 

Tom Jack the toss for Australia and chose to kick with the wind. 
For the first ten minutes Australia attacked strongly and with a cool brain in the 
forward line a goal might have resulted. England gradually came into the game 
and with long ground passes were making good headway against the wind. 
Australia was doing most of the attacking and England's defence showed some 
amateur tactics in keeping/its goal intact. The first goal came when goalkeeper 
Burgin found Smith on the half-way line with a long goal kick. Pushing a long 
ball out to Langton set the forwards in motion. Langton beat Bignall nicely and 
sent a low hard cross to the awaiting Sewell to crash home an unsaveable shot 
past Lord. England's second goal came from a similar incident, only Smith was 
the scorer from Langton's perfect cross. Australia continued to press and Heaney 
should have reduced the leeway before half-time. Taking a good pass in the 
clear from Nunn, he shot hopelessly wide from 10 yards—a fatal miss.  Half- 
time, England 2, Australia 0. For the first five minutes Australia looked as 
though it was as good as its masters. Once England settled down play was soon 
transferred to Australia’s rear lines and it wasn't long before Hurst cut back a 
beautiful ball to Clarke who left keeper Lord standing. In the mid-field play 
which followed for a time, lack of experience robbed Australia of some good 
chances. England's fourth goal was a trifle lucky. Sewell’s weak header was 
deflected past Bignall who had it covered, with Lord making rather a late attempt 
to punch the ball over the bar. Immediately afterwards Australia should have 
scored. With nice passing from Jack to Lawrie to Gibb and finally to Hulme 
the English defence cracked wide open, but Hulme missed badly from eight 
yards. Another chance was lost minutes later, when the same player robbed 
Lawrie of the ball who was well set for a dash directly in front of goal. England 
went into the attack again and Hurst scored the goal of the day. Throughout the 
game he had been exploiting the’ move we have come to know so well of taking 
the ball into the goal area and cutting it back to the inside forwards, but, this 
time he tricked the whole Australian defence by cutting in himself to score. Final

No. 3 — JOE WILSON 


Do paratroops make good players? 

The answer to that one may not always be in the 
affirmative, but we know one who is. Ex-paratrooper 
Joe Wilson shines with stellar brightness on any right- 
wing, the spot he has always’ played from schooldays 
to the present season at Prahran. 

“JT learned soccer in the home of the game — at 
school,” Joe told me, “and on Tyneside, at that.” 

Joe Wilson’s first soccer after school was played with 
Wilton in the Northern Association and two years later 
he transferred to Wallsend Town (England), playing 
in the Tyneside League. In 1942 he signed up with New- 
castle United and played several times with the Reserves 
in his first season. Like most young men at that grim 
time, however, Joe was awaiting call-up to the Services, 
and this came near the end of the season. . 

Joe became a member of the 5th Parachute Brigade 
(6th Airborne Division) and served in many theatres 
of war. With some reluctance he admitted to scoring 
fifteen parachute descents, some in training but several 
on active service. 

But the war did not stop Joe from playing soccer, and 
he was on the right-wing of Army teams in France, 
Germany, India, Malaya, Java, Egypt and Palestine. In 
1945 he was selected to tour Malaya with the 2nd Divi- 
sion (Army) team and in 1947 was a member of the team that won the Palestine 
Trophy. . | 

“after his discharge from the Army, Joe played again on Tyneside, first 
with Throckley and then for Gosforth and Coxlodge. a 

In 1949 Joe felt the call of far-away places, fortunately for Victorian soccer, 
and arrived here in time to play for Sandringham in the 1950 season, whence 
he transferred to Prahran early this year. He was one of the three Victorian 
players selected for the Australian team against N.S.W. in Sydney on Jubilee 
Day, in which he played an outstanding part. . a 

Joe played also in Melbourne against the Englishmen for Victoria at the 
M.C.G., and at Richmond cricket-ground for an Australian XI. Joe has many 
years of football before him and many soccer honours might come his way yet. 
Currently Joe is in New Zealand with the “Kangaroos.

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Sir,—I am pleased that my letter regarding Soccer in schools was well 
received, but I must confess that my chief reason for writing it was to defend 
the Victorian Education Department. . This was done admirably by Mr. Beale 
in “Soccer News,” July 21. . 

Now, about school soccer: There are about fourteen oval balls to our one 
soccer ball. Like most schools today, we are lacking in sporting equipment. 
Soccer balls are far too expensive to buy at the same rate as “Rules” balls. And 
teachers, like myself who have young families to maintain, feel broken-hearted 
that we can't even afford laces for soccer balls, let alone the balls themselves. 
But we can afford the time and energy to teach the lads after school. The lads 
and I are very grateful to Mr. Thorrington for his kind offer of a ball; and I 
hope, if there are any more teachers who could use old balls, that they will take 
advantage of ‘Soccer News.” 

Regarding coaches for schools, I suggest the V.A.S.F.A. contact the Physical 
Education Staff at the Melbourne Teachers’ College, Carlton, where, I am sure, 
every facility will be made to allow for soccer instruction. These people are 
most fair-minded and very keen on all games. ‘To show how impartial we 
teachers are, take my case. I teach Australian Rules in school hours and soccer 
to the older boys after school. But it is time to clear out the rubbish talked 
about “no soccer in schools’ and to concentrate on getting the game into its

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Junior Section 
THE COACH SAYS 


STUDY YOUR OPPONENT’S WEAKNESSES 


What a coincidence it was last Saturday that our 
article dealt with types of play on wet grounds. [ wonder 
if you tried the hints I gave you. 

I visited Olympic Park where J.U.S.T. and Juventus 
gave a perfect exhibition of wet weather football. Their 
short passing was carefully planned and only used when 
the player was in position and very close to the man 
with the ball. Their long passes were gems, because 
the ball stopped where it was intended. to, right in front 
of an unmarked team mate. I did notice that one team did the unforgivable 
thing—passed back to the goalkeeper. This once very nearly cost the side a 
goal, and the second time the ball zipped off the mud but luckily went for a 
corner. It could easily have been a goal. Don’t pass back to your goalie on wet 
and muddy ground. It is dangerous. The ball may stop short in a puddle, or 
it may zip pass your own goalie. 

Although tactics for various types of opponents could come under captaincy, 
it ig as well for each member of a side to size up any special weakness and 
strength in the opposition, and adopt his play accordingly. For instance if you 
notice the centre-half comes too far up the field, or dribbles unnecessarily. your 
centre-forward should be on the alert and put himself in position to receive passes 
Erom his half-backs directly the opposing centre-half has lost the ball, and the 
half-backs must get the ball to the centre-forward as quickly as possible before 
the opposing centre-half can get back. 

If one of the opposing backs is a bit slow, bang long passes over his head, 
especially if your wingers are fast. 

Should you notice a one-footed opponent, pass him on his weak side if he 
‘< a- defender; if} he is an attacker you should have a pretty good idea what he 
is going to do. One-footed soccer players are not an asset to any team. 

If you come up against a good centre-half, refrain from kicking long passes 
down the centre of the field, because they will all be his. 

You can often bustle a scientific side off its game by quick, firm and deter- 
‘mined tackling (NOT ROUGH PLAY). It is up to the scientific side to play 
football with more vigor and speed to off-set any attempt to bustle them.
